Insurance for Soldier* and Sailors* 


The government's plan for (^insurance x>f men in the na- 


tional army is one that will comfiriend itself; to the public, and 
is worthy of the serious attention))! the meii in the service. A 
drive is now on for placing this insurance with the men at 
Camp Devcns, among" whom are a large number from New 
Hampshire, and consequently the matter will be of lively in- 
terest to the people of this state. 
» 


Under the provision that has been made the men are cn- 


ribled to take out insurance policies up lo the amount: of 
$10,000, the proceeds lo be paid to Iheir heirs in case o:' death 
and to themselves in case of injury. The payments will be dis- 
tributed over a term of years, and will in that respect resemble 
a pension. The premiums are necessarily higher than men in 
civil life have lo pa)', but far from high in view of the risk in- 
volved, and the protection afforded runs till six years after the 
close of the war. At the end of that time the policies can be 
exchanged for those on which only ordinary rales will have 
lo Vje paid.

In view of the advantages offered it is easy to understand 


why these policies are being so generally taken, nol only at 
Camp Devcns, but at the different cantonments throughout 
(he country, for the movement is nation-wide, applying lo all 
men in Hie national army. A good feature of it is that cities, 
towns and organizations may lake a hand in'paying for the 
policies if they see fll, 'lluis helping the soldiers and their de- 
pendents in a direct and most substantial way. 


The value of life insurance in.the ordinary walks of life has 


long^beeh recognized, and its value lo soldiers and their fam-, 
ilies is beyond question. That such insurance has been pro-! 
vided at a cost winch places it within the reach of all is one of 
the beneficent features of the present wan 


Policies are being rapidly taken in the various cantonments, 


and this is not lo be wondered at. The protection afforded is 
far grcaler than the cost, and it will be a pily if any soldier 
neglects this opportunity to protect his dependents in case of 
his death, or himself in the case of injury. 


In Camp Devens insurance totaling ?M3,000,000 lias al- 


ready been taken, and in a southern cantonment the total lo 
date is $175,000,000. This shows that the officers and men 
are awake lo the advantages offered under this beneficent ar- 
rangement, and it is safe to say tiiat fevf will fail to embrace 
ihenir 


The government is lo be commended for providing such 


protection for its defenders and their relatives. Thai the ac- 
tion is appreciated has already been proved, and it is well that 
it applies to the navy as well as the army. 
It will be strange 


if under this liberal arrangement there are many soldiers or 
sailors who are not adequately insured by the lime the drive 
ends.
